The Mu- 
nicipal Art Society opposes the plan 
on artistic-grounds, and the American 
Scenic and Historic Preservation So- 
ciety opposes it, probably for like rea- 
sons.

Grorces CLEMENCEAU’S rich sense of 
humor must ‘be immenégely tickled by 
the continuous efforts to transform 
the Tiger into the harmless necessary 
cat..

THE HONOLULU’S RECORD. 


Afire Many Times While Interned 
Here as an Allen Ship. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The burning of thé steamship City of Hon- 
otulu in the Pacific recalls ‘other fires on the 
same ship when she was-the Huron and be- 
ing reconditioned ‘here under the supervision 
of the United States Shipping Board. 

I organized, and supervised the guarding 
force for the Skipping Board in Yune, 1917, 
when it took possession. of .the interned 
etiemy alien ships in this and other cities 
along the Atlantic Coazet.. Up to the termi- 
nation of. that. employment in March, .1920, 
there were a great many fires discovered and 
put out by the guards on these ships both 
day ‘and night, some slight.and others dan- 
gerous and suspicious, ‘particularly those ‘in 
the early hours of the morning. 

From Nov. 13,1919, to'March 15, 1920, four 
months, tlie official records show that there 
were twenty-three fires on nine ships-being 
reconditioned in dry docks here, all:of which 
were discovered .and .put out by the: said 
guard force except ‘in one: instance, when 
the ‘fire. department was called. 

Nine of these fires were on the steamship 
Huron,.and ashe became known to the guard- 
ing force as the hoodoo of. this large.fleet of 
ships managed and operated by the Shipping

solutely in sléspair on account of the 
slaughter and. wondered ce&selessly how 
he might help toward freeing ‘the: world 
and European culture; fromthe scourge 
of war, Any suggestion as to this, he 
added, would be most velupule to the 
Vatican. 

YP stated that the Pope; as the highest 
in rank among .all the: priests of: the 
Roman Catholic Christians and Church; 
should, first of all, seck to issue instruc- 
tions to his priests ‘in: all- cotmtries’ to 
banish hate, once for’all, from their 
minds, .sirice hate was the ‘greatest.ob- 
stacle in thé path ofthe peace idea; 
that it was, unfortunately, true thet the 
clergy in‘ the Entente countries were, to 
a positively frightful ‘extent, the stand- 
ard-bearers ond instigators of: hate and 
fighting. 

I:called attention to the numerous re- 
ports from soldiers’ at the beginning ‘of 
the war concerning abbés and parish 
priests ‘captured .with arma ‘in. their 
hands; to the machinations “ot Cardinal 
Mercier and ‘the Belgian clergy, mem- 
bers of which often worked &s spies; to 
the sermon of the Protestant Bishop of 
Lendon, who, ftom the pulpit, glorified 
the .‘‘ Baralong’*’: murderers; and. _to 
other similar. cases. I added that -it 
would be, therefore, a great achieve- 
ment if the Fope should succeed‘in hav- 
ing the Roman Catholic clergy in all-the 
countries at’ war condemn hatred and 
recommend peace, as was already being 
done by the German clergy, be it from 
the pulpit‘or by. means of ‘pastoral let- 
ters. 


Urged Papal Shisthewttan: 
Pacelli found this idea excellent and 
worthy. of attention, but he remarked:

What must a Catholic soldier think, 
I asked, when he reads always Of -ef- 
forts by Socialists only, never of ah-ef- 
fort by the Pope, to free him from the 
horrors of war? If the Pope did noth- 
ing, I. continued, there was danger of 
peace being forced upon:the world by 
the Socialists, which would mean the 
end ‘of ‘the power ‘of the’ Pope and the 
Roman Church, even among Catholics!
